France, Like Britain, shows a decrease in total tonnage, but in 1914 
yery many ships in the French navy were of practically no fighting value, 
while today the French fleet is very much up-to-date. 

At the present time Britain has 36 cruisers in actual commission, of 
which 29 are abroad, In the past 18 months there were 18 urgent calls 
for cruisers to be sent to various parts of the world, all cases of dire 
necessily, and the British Admiralty now finds the greatest ditticulty in 
answering such demands. We again ask, should Britain go farther, scrap 
more ships, allow such remands for assistance to go unheeded, and remove 
from a still unsettled world that protection which, it has been the pride ana 
glory of the British navy, it has always provided when the call came? 

No, Britain is leading the way in disarmament, just as il is in relation 
to problems calling for solution. It is now up to those who professedly ap- 
prove of her policy to follow that leadership and give a helping hand,

Above 50,000 Feet 

Only poets can soar with safety | 
into untold heights. 

Important experiences recently 
carried out by Sir Leonard Hill, di- | 
rector of research at the London | 
Light and Electrical Clinic, show | 
that there are very definite limits 
to which mere man can ascend and 
live. 

In conversation with a reporter, he} 
placed these safety limits as: 

Airmen and climbers breathing the 
surrounding air 20,000 feet (about | 
3 4-5 miles). 

Airmen breathing supplies of oxy- 
gen—50,000 feet (about 914 miles). 

In both these cases it is assumed 
that the subjects are exposed to the 
surrounding air pressures. If, as in 
the case of the Swiss Professor Pic- 
card recently, the ascent is made in 
some form of sealed container where- 
in pressure and oxygen supply can 
be maintained at normal] levels, the 
height which can be attained is lim- 
ited only by the ascending power of 
the apparatus. 

The greatest height so far re- 
corded by an airman was that at- 
tained recently over the Severn Val- 
ley by Captain Uwins, who flew to 
44,000 feet with the help of oxygen 
supplies and an electrically heated 
suit. Professor Piccard's altitude in 
his sealed container was 53,672 feet.

Revolution Is Possible 
U.S. Research Committee On Social 
Trends Reports Findings 

The United States research com- 
mittee on social trends, after three 
years study, reported that there ‘can 
be no assurance’ that ‘violent revo- 
lution” in America can be averted, 
“unless there can be a more impres: 
sive integration of social sixills and 
iusing of social purposes than is re- 
vealed by recent trends.” 

The commitee's findings emphasiz- 
ed that the group did not wish ‘to 
assume an attitude of alarmist ir- 
respons. bility,” but added that it 
would be “highly negligent” to “ig- 
hore imminent perils in further ad- 
vance of our heavy technical machin- 
ery over crumbling roads and shak- 
ing bridges.’ 

“There are times,” the committee 
reported, ‘when silence is not neu- 
trality, but assent.” 

The research was financed by the 
Rockefeller foundation and more than 
300 investigators throughout the 
United States took part im it. The 
findings are published in two vol- 
umes of 1,568 pages. 

President Hoover, who appointed 
the committee in 1929, says in a fore. 
word: 

“Tt (the report) should serve to 
help all of us to see where social 
stresses are occurring and where ma- 
jor efforts should be undertaken to 
deal with them constructively.” 

He also points out that the survey 
is the latest of a series beginning in 
1921 with the report on “waste in 
industry” compiled under his chafr- 
manship. 

The report covers a multitude of 
subjects, from “happiness” to tech- 
nology, divorce, birth control, graft, 
bootlegging and international rela- 
tions, 

/Near the end of the findings, the 
committee reports: 

“The alternative to constructive so- 
cial initiative may conceivably he a 
prolongation of a policy of drift and 
some readjustment as time goes on, 
More definite alternatives, however, 
are urged by dictatorial systems in 
which the factors of force and vio- 
lence may loom large. In such cases 
the basic decisions are frankly im- 
posed by power groups, and violence 
may subordinate technical intelligence 
in social advance,

Fumishings Are An Indication Of 
Family's Social Standing 

The Hving room furniture test of 
@ family’s social standing, based on 
study of more than 1,000 homes of 
all classes throughout the United 
States, was worked out by Prof. F. 
Stuart Chapin of the University of 
Minnesota. 

If a living room contains such 
items as hardwood floors, large rugs, 
a@ central heating plant, library table, 
hook cases and books, table lamp, 
general newspapers and magazines, 
piano, radio and telephone, the fam- 
ily to which it belongs is almost cer- 
tainly an upper class one, he found. 

In contrast lower class homes 
have in the living room softwood 
floors, small rugs, stoves for heat, 
few newspapers, no book cases, arm 
chairs, magazimes, piano, or tele- 
phone. :
